If you do not know 
about those native nazisTtta^tW were pre-McCarthy McCarthy! tes. Their false accusa- 
tions were page-one nationwide. I was never a Communist and they did noi^ allege tliat. As 
anyone who knows me at all knows, 1 could never subject myself to that kind of blind ad- 
herence to any tiling at all. That business ended as none other ever did or since then has: 
I got their agent convicted of two felonies. The grand jury, which as little more than a 
boy , I took away from tne U nited States Attorney, although composed of federal employees,' 
refused to indict mb. Tliat was the beginning- of my faith in what I think of and sometimes 
eke® refer to as "intellectual judo." For some reason Posner missed that, or decided to 
omit it, and tliat Bl/?timoron Livingston also did not use it. 

Both did misuses and misrepresent my being fired by the State department. That was 


a pogrom. That description Ox it was first used/j by the Washington representative of the

I p^esi^aded my ex-college prof associates and their wives' "to let me organize a defense. 
Mot a dgfense committee. A real defense. I got a then' and still prestigious firm, then 
Arnold, Fortas and Porter, to represent us pro bon ey I'd known ^hurman Arnold when M was 
high in the Justice department and in my investigative-reporting days had been fielpful 
to him. Tliat was from my investigations of Nazi cartels. I'd known Porter slightly, ftbe 
Fortas, later a s upreme G ourt Justice, I did not know. But I’d known his wife* before they 
married. I do not know about the others but ho charges werr ever made against me, as none 
could have been, and I'd been given no hearing* as, without any case at all, could not 
have been dared. That was the first major "security" case.. It ended with our being rehired 
with a public ajtfcBxa pin apology . fa$e all they resigned. Unprecedented! 

These and many other such unusual experiences were exceptional learning experiences. 
Among what x learned is using the strength of others who opposed me against them. And in 
ofids and ends oljj time I'd been writing about this for a special purpose.

I've put" lines in the margin locating the rifle, which is hard to see on the 
xerox, and two blue arrows . ’'These arrows show that rather than just being tossed aside 
as Oswald allegedly fled, the rifle is placed in an upright position and underneath the 
overlap of two cartons. If the rest of the time reconstruction of Osswald's alleged flight 
stacked, as none of it does, tliis alone would be exculpatory because no time reconstruction 
included the time it would have taken from him to sca^e the square of cartons inside 
of which tlr.; rifle was. And no^ prints were lifted from any of the cartons. As the text 
reflects, and I'd better he sure tliis is not in c ase Open only, there was mord hiding the 
rifle that the police removed before, these pictures were taken. 

Ifl this is not appropriate for the text it is still Appropriate for*' the book, along, 
perhaps with others, to make the point that nothing of the magnitude of a Presidential 
assassination can be addressed responsibly with only one element of the evidence, real 
or imagined, considered. This picture alone proves that it was not possible for Oswald 
to have been the assassin.

However, when I asked if he saw any bullet holes in the shirt or tie, he was definite in 
saying "No". J.- asked if he recalled Dulles’ question and his own pointing to above his 
own shirt collar as the location of the bullet hole. He does remember this and he does 
remember confirming that the hole was above the collar, a fact hidden withSuch care 
from the Report. Although there is nothing to dispute it m any of the evidence and so 
much that confirms if, this had to be ignored for in and of itself it means the total 
destruction of the lone-assassin prefabrication. So it, too, was memory-holed. 

According to Carrico, the doctor who was there and under whose supervision it was 
done, the clothes were cut exactly as I report. In emergencies, speed is essential. 
Clothing is cut to save life-precious split-seconds. Practice was not to take time to undo 
the tie but to grasp it, as he illustrated with his own, and cut it off close to the knot. The 
knot is not cut. The customary cut is made where there is but a single thickness of 
necktie. With a right-handed nurse, what happened with the President’s tie was 
inevitable. In this cutting, a minute nick was made at the extreme edge of the knot. 
Because of the danger of injury to the patient, the collar button and the top of the shirt 
are unbuttoned, and thatis what the pictures of the President’s shirt show did happen 
in this case. Trained personnel did exactly what they are trained to dq, what they do 
instinctively. Because these medical personnel are trained to do what they 
automatically did in this case, Specter had no interest in it. His interest was in the case 
he framed. 

I asked Carrico what Specter did not dare ask, the simple question whether, in his 
opinion, and based on his experience in emergencies, the nick on the knot and the slits 
in the collar were made by the nurses, not by a bullet. Carrico considers it unlikely. He 
saw neither the nick in the tie nor the cuts in the shirt before the nurses started cutting. 

Was any other examination made, I asked him. He said that he followed standard 
procedure, running his hands down both sides of the back without turning the body 
over. The purpose is to ascertain if there is a large wound. If there Js, it can be felt 
through clothing. 

If Carrico, an honest, straightforward man, spoke so openly with me, I have no dqy^tfe 
that he would have been no less informative with any and all official investigators, had 
they— any of they— truth for their client.

So, contrary to the slurs from the depths of their ignorance by JAMA’s cabal and 
equally uniformed Commission apologists as well as the not entirely uninformed staffers who 
protest their, purity and performance when prodded a bit, there are those other than ’the critics 
who agree with the critics.

The spray of concrete from this "hole" in the curbstone on the south side of Commerce Street 
about 20 feet east of the Triple Underpass slightly wounded James T. Tague, who wasstanding 
there, traffic being blocked solidly.
